ABSTRACT 



For each of the 5& states and the District of * 
Columbia, this ^document provides two pages of tables and'gr.aphs, with 
data on 49 variables 'related to institutional , pupil, statf, and 
financial aspects of ipublic elementary and secondary. education . An 
introductory section exp^aihs that the data came from local education 
agencies (LEAs)* and were aggregated at the state level. This section, 
also discusses the relationship of LEAs* 1 curre'nt expenditures to 
capital outlays^nd to expenditures made for LEAs by. other agencies, 
Definitions of the variables are presented in a glossary. Among the 
data for 1979-80 included in the tables* are the number of elemental 
'middle, secondary, vocational-technical/ and otfcer schools'? average 
daily attendance and. number of pupils transported daily; number of 
teachers, administrators, and other employees; pupil-teacher ratio; 
revenues from local, state, and* federal sources; expenditures by LEAs 
and other agencies*, . broken down by type of expenses; and expenditures 
and revenue per pupil. For 18, of the variables, dat$ are giveta for 
both 1*78-79 and 1979-80, an4 each variable's 1979-80 national 
percentile ranking is shotfh on°f graJph. (RW)/~

The State summary shows the actual data reported for the 
LEA's in each State and percent distributions of certain variables. v The profiles show how frach State ranks 
with respect to other-States on each of the selected variables* The' compendium is intended as a quick 
reference source for persons needing easily 'accessible information about elementary and secondary educa- 
tion in a particular State. Other NCES publications provide more detailed information about State public 
sdiool systems. - „ '

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Introduction 

When the U S Office of Education was created by the Congress in 1867, it was given responsibility for 
gathering data about education in the United States. Its mandate was to "collect such statistics «nd facts ■ 
V Shall show the condition and progress of education in the several States and territories" Since 19.65 
this function has been assumed by the National Center.for Education Statistics (NCES). The )P urpose of the 
Center shall be to "collect, collate, and, from time to time,, report full and complete statistics on the 
conditions of education in the United States." -Sec. 406(b) of the General Education Provisions Act, as 
amended (20 U.S.C. 1221e-l). 

This compendium aggregates State statistics about public elementary and secondary education in the 
50 States and the District of Columbia. These data, provided by local education agencies (LEA's), provide 
quick access to selected statistics most frequently requested. In addition, it shows the percentile rank of 
selected characteristics with respect to the distribution of those characteristics among the States K 

Data Sources 

The National Center for Education Statistics and representatives from each of the State education agencies 
(SEA's) jointly developed the Common Core of Data reporting system from which the local education 
agency (LEA) data included in this compendium were selected. These data were reported to the SEA's 
I by LEA's and compiled by the SEA's for the Center. 

The data presented in this compendium represent State aggregates of these LEA reports. Data about SEA 
operations and schools operated by these agencies are not included. 

Comparability ' 

Definitions of terms used by State education agencies (SEA's) to collect d?ta from local education agencies 
(LEA's) are not uniform from State to State. Furthermore, each State sets forth its own recordkeeping and 
accounting requirements. This results in some lack of comparability among the States- with respect to the 
more detailed aggregates and must be kept in mind when comparisons are made among the States 

Several known instances of lack of comparability among the States are described below California includes 
"legal" absences with days attendecf in computing average daily attendance, while other States do not, 
States vary in their .designations of grade spans used to classify membership as elementary or secondary 
♦(The grade span used by each State is shown. on the State summaries.) Few States count fall membership

on October 1, but all are- within a week or 10 days from this date. Total expenditures are generally com- 
parable, but expenditures reported b> function are not. For example, some States will include expendi- 
tures for School administration as instruction, while others will criarge it to administration. Also, a few 
States charge exr^ndituies for employee benefits to the function in which the employee is assigned, while 
most include this amount as fixed charges. 

As a result of this lack of comparability, absolute comparisons among the States on some characteristics 
must be interpreted with caution. > *

. Notes On Finance Data * . 

Current expenditures were made for or' on behalf of local education agencies by other agencies ip 35 States 
during the 1979-80 school year. According to table A, about three-fourths of expenditures made for or 
on behalf of local .agencies by other agencies were for fixed charges contributions to employee retirement 
systems. Almost 15 percent of such expenditures were made for purchases of textbooks and other instruc- 
tional Expenses. The remaining 10 percent was distributed among other functions. 

Current expenditures made for or on A behalf of local agencies by other agencies are paid for out of revenues 
generated by the agencies' making such expenditures. Such expenditures, therefore, are not charged as 
local education agency expenditures and are not reflected by the revenues generated by the local agencies. 
These, expenditures are a form of indirect State aid .and may be reflected by lower local property tax 
rates, since the local agencies do not need to generate revenues to support these expenditures. 

To show how the States differ with respect to this type funding mechanism, two sets of current expendi- 
ture data are presented in this compendium. One reflects current expenditures made by local education 
agencies arid the other, total current expenditures made for services provided by local agencies (including 
expenditures made for or on behalf of local agencies by' other agencies). _

Table B shows the relationship of current expenditures to other outlays of funds. It also shows how current 
expenditures per student for services provided by local education agencies are calculated" and how current 
expenditures made by all agencies and those madfc by local agencies are determined. Debt service, capital 
improvement, and community -service outlays made by other agencies, however, are jiot reported and are 
not included in table B or the compendium.

This compendium presents (1) only^revenues received by local education agencies,.(2) current expenditures 
for services provided by local education agencies and made by local. agencies and other agencies, and 
(3) outlays for debt service, capital improvements, and community services made by local agencies. Total 
revenues, outlays, and current expenditures for public elementary and secondary education in each State 
are not presented here since the compendium does not include financial data on elementary and secondary 
education services provided by such other agencies as state-operated schools for the handicapped, prison 
schools, and mental institutions.

Methodology 

A profile of. selected characteristics is plotted under a percentile scale opposite each State's summary of 
data. The percentile rank and value of each characteristic is also given. These pr6file$ show how each State 
compares with other States and the degree of variability among the characteristics within the State. 

To obtain percentile ranks, the values reported by the States for each characteristic were' arranged in 
descending order. The percentage of the values falling at or below each value in each distribution was then 
calculated. ~* . 

The percentile rank of the value of a specified characteristic reported by a St^te represents' the percentage 
of States*that reported a value less than or equal to the one reported by the given State. For example, 
if a State's average current expenditure per pupil is $2,000 and this is given a percentile rank of 45, it 
means that 45 percent of the States reported average current expenditure per pupil of $2,000 or less. 
Since these percentile ranks were computed on an unweighted basis, the results differ from those that 
would have been obtained had each State's current expenditure per pupil been weighted by the number 
of pupils in the State. 

The following "table shows the values of each characteristic at the 10th, 30th, 50th, 70th, and 90th per- 
centiles. This table reflects the degree of variation that exists ambng the States with Respect to each char- 
acteristic shown on the State profiles.
